SAYS BASEBALL 
PLAYERS NEED 
“ ALLOWANCES" 


Washington, Oct. 19 (AV-Freddi" 
Hutchinson, Detroit Tiger pitcher, 
suggested today that baseball play­ 
ers—athletes with short careers— 
should be given special Income tax 
treatment. 
"There should be some allowance 
for ball players similar to deprecia­ 
tion on a structure or machine,” he 
said. 
Hutchinson told a House Judiciary 
subcommittee that the average m a­ 
jor league career of a player is about 
five years. He said players were 
trained solely for the game. Some 
relief should be given them from 
taxes, he said, because their biggest 
Income lasts for only a few years. 
A player should be allowed to de­ 
duct for his maintenance when he 
is away from his permanent home 
with his family in the city where his 
major league team Ls based, Hutch­ 
inson said. 
The subcommittee is trying to de­ 
termine whether baseball violates 
anti-trust laws. One of the points in 
question is tile reserve clause under 
which a player is tied to the club 
that owns his contract so long as he 
plays ball.
